Christina 
stabbing 
suspect is 
charged 

A 22-year-old man from 
Walsall has been formally 
charged with the murder of 
schoolgirl Christina Edkins, 
who was stabbed to death on 
a bus in Birmingham. 

Phillip Simelane appeared 
at Birmingham Crown 
Court accused of fatally 
stabbing the 16-year-old as 
she was travelling to school. 

The charges were for¬ 
mally put to him after he 
was brought back into police 
custody from a secure unit, 
where his mental state was 
being assessed. 

Simelane spoke only to 
confirm his name during a 
10-minute hearing. 

Bus 

Wearing a blue, white and 
grey hooded training top, he 
was asked only to confirm 
his name by the court clerk. 

Simelane was remanded 
in custody to a secure mental 
health unit and will next 
appear on May 31. 

The teenager, from Birm¬ 
ingham, died from a single 
stab wound to the chest after 
being attacked on the 
number nine bus in Hagley 
Road, on March 7. 

She was on her way to 
Leasowes High School in 
Halesowen. 

Christina, who was sitting 
on the top deck, was 
attacked at 7.37am as the 
bus was pulled over at a stop 
near the busy Five Ways 
roundabout leading out of 
the city centre 

Her family, from Lady- 
wood, paid tribute to their 
“beautiful princess” and 
said she was an intelligent 
and bright young lady. 

New store is

AN OLYMPIC training pool used by athletes taking part in 
the London Games may be bought for public use at 
Walsall’s Oak Park Leisure Centre. 


Portable swimming pools, for athletes to warm up in, were used during last 
year’s Olympic and Paralympic Games. Councils around the UK, including 
Walsall, put in bids for one of the 25-metre stainless steel structures. 


Council leader Mike Bird explained that the authority would find out later this year if it 
had been successful. He said: “We’ve thrown our hat into the ring for one of the Olympic 
training pools. It’s early days but one plan we’re looking at is for this to form part of the 

rebuilt Oak Park Leisure Centre.”

Murder case 
accused gets 
date for trial 

A MURDER suspect from the Black 
Country who was sprung from a prison van 
has appeared in court, 14 months after he 
had first been due to appear. 

John Anslow was originally due to appear 
at Stafford Crown Court on January 23 last 
year in relation to the murder of Walsall 
skip hire boss Richard Deakin, aged 34. But 
he escaped from custody and has remained 
at large since. 

The 32-year-old was held in northern 
Cyprus last week and then brought back 
into the country on Saturday, where he was 
arrested at Heathrow Airport. 

On Monday he made his first crown court 
appearance since being charged with the 
murder of Mr Deakin, from Chasetown. He 
appeared via video link and a provisional 
date for his trial was set for October 2. 


Marco Longhi said he hoped it was possible 
for the pool to be moved around the borough 
to be used when and where it was needed. 

“It’s terribly exciting prospect,” he said. 
“We’ve had positive feedback on the bid and 
I think it would be a great feature in two or 
three areas where we have the land to put it, 
such as Oak Park.” 

Concerns 

The move follows growing concerns that 
some 55 per cent of people in the borough 
take no physical activity whatsoever. 

Health scrutiny chiefs have identified 
nine groups on which they plan to focus, 
including men aged over 40, single mothers 
and the overweight. 

The council has now committed to 
improving “active living” among residents 
over the next 25 years. 

The move includes a £14 million review of 
leisure centres in Walsall after a survey 
showed that swimming and fitness were 
most popular. 

A free swimming initiative for youngsters 
aged up to 16 has been a huge success, quad¬ 
rupling attendances at pools, from 200 for 
the first two months of last year compared 
with 800 for the same period this year.

Street on July 5, 2010

Appearing at Walsall Magistrates Court 
was Peter Harvey, 33, of Bloxwich, charged 
with causing grievous bodily harm with 
intent and affray. Anthony Clarke, 26, and 
Scott Forrester, 25, both of Walsall, and 
Christopher Genders, 21, of Willenhall, 
were also charged with affray, along with 
two 14-year-old boys who cannot be named 
for legal reasons.

Clean up 
of sites 
will cost 
millions 

MILLIONS of pounds will 
be borrowed by councils to 
clean polluted land in Dar- 
laston and Wolverhampton - 
to make it ready to create 
thousands of jobs. 

Sites that are part of the 
Black Country Enterprise 
Zone - set up by Chancellor 
George Osborne with incen¬ 
tives for businesses - will 
take years to make ready. 

The lengthy programme 
of work may mean that busi¬ 
nesses that move to sites in 
Darlaston and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton will not do so in time to 
take advantage of some of 
the Government-backed 
incentives, such as a five- 
year business rate holiday. 

Power 

The incentive is only 
available to firms that are in 
place and trading by April 
2015. 

Regeneration chiefs say 
the long-term benefits of the 
Enterprise Zone will be felt 
over 25 years because they 
have the power to raise mil¬ 
lions of pounds to make the 
sites ready. But they will be 
allowed to keep all the addi¬ 
tional business rates they 
collect, rather than sending 
them to the Government as 
they currently do. 

Walsall Council is putting 
together a business case to 
borrow money it needs to 
decontaminate land such as 
Phoenix 10 in Darlaston, the 
former IMI copper works.

Job cuts 
warning 
on court 
security 

COURT security guards 
could face the axe by under¬ 
fire contractor G4S as it 
reviews the management of 
its Ministry of Justice con¬ 
tract. 

The warning at the firm, 
which provides guards and 
cleaners to courts, comes 
after it was revealed the 
company wiped £91 million 
off its pre-tax profits after 
being at the centre of the 
London 2012 Olympic 
Games security fiasco. 

The company has con¬ 
firmed it has written to its 
entire staff at magistrates 
courts in Walsall, Cannock, 
Sandwell, Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham. 

Worrying 

Workers have received the 
warnings at Stafford Crown 
Court, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court and Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court.

Police seize 
drug plants 
in bedroom 

A MAN was caught growing 
thousands of pounds worth 
of cannabis plants at his 
Walsall home after learning 
how to on YouTube, a court 
heard. 

Police searched the home 
of Robert Humphries in 
Linden Close, Bentley, and 
found a set-up for cultivat¬ 
ing drugs in a back bedroom. 
They found 16 plants, a tent, 
timer switch and other 
equipment. 

The plants, worth £7,200, 
were seized. The 37-year-old 
later told police that he had 
found out how to grow 
cannabis for personal use on 
the internet. 

Humphries admitted a 
charge of producing a con¬ 
trolled class B drug at 
Walsall Magistrates Court. 

Mr Nayan Patel, defend¬ 
ing, said: “This was for per¬ 
sonal use and there was no 
suggestion of any commer¬ 
cial dealing.” 

The case was committed 
to Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for sentence on April 
16. 


Thug smashed man in the face with a claw-hammer 


A THUG who smashed a man in the face with a claw¬ 
hammer, knocking out six of his teeth, has been jailed for 
nine years. 

Father-of-13 Hugh Reid used the weapon to beat Michael 
Wilkes during a drunken, unprovoked attack in Walsall. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told that the 54-year- 
old had been “beckoned” by two acquaintances who were 
involved in an argument with two of Mr Wilkes’s friends. 

When the victim tried to intervene and calm the situation, 
he was hit in the face with the hammer by Reid, prosecutor 
Miss Cathlyn Orchard told last week’s hearing. 

In the hours before the attack in Caldmore Green on 
August 16, the defendant had been at the Samra’s nightclub 
in Walsall. Mr Wilkes was walking home with two of his 
friends when an argument broke out with two people from 
another group. It was then that Reid was beckoned over. 


Miss Orchard said: “He ran towards Mr Wilkes and struck 
him across the face with the claw-hammer. The complainant 
was also struck in the chest. Mr Wilkes was then helped 
away by his friends, who called for the police and ambulance 
service.” 

The court was told that the victim suffered a one-inch cut 
to his lip and a fractured jaw. 

Surgery 

As well as the six teeth he lost because of the attack, a 
further four had to be removed during surgery. A metal plate 
also had to fitted to his face. 

The defendant told officers that he was so drunk that he 
did not remember the incident. 

Miss Orchard said Reid, who is from Walsall but now lives 
in Nottinghamshire, had previous convictions for wound¬ 


ing, affray, assault, burglary and possession of a knife and an 
axe. 

Miss Saleema Mahmood, for Reid, said that her client 
occasionally carried a weapon because he felt “vulnerable” 
and needed it for protection. 

She added: “The offence was motivated by the consump¬ 
tion of a large amount of alcohol. Alcohol appears to have 
been a large problem in his life for a number of years.” 

The court heard that on the day of the attack, Reid 
returned to Walsall to visit some of his children but when he 
discovered they were unavailable, he met up with some old 
friends and started drinking. 

Jailing Reid, Judge Martin Walsh told him: “You were 
beckoned over and inflicted, without any degree of provoca¬ 
tion, injuries upon Mr Wilkes which were significant.” 


Council told to say 
sorry over mistake 


WALSALL Council has been criticised for mis¬ 
handling a planning application and recom¬ 
mended to pay £3,000 in compensation. 

The Local Government Ombudsman has found failings in 
how it handled a planning application for a tyre and exhaust 
centre. In a report, Dr Jane Martin also criticised the speed 
at which the council acted to rectify unauthorised redevel¬ 
opment on some of its own land. 

The Ombudsman questioned whether some planning 
committee members, not referred to by name, should be 
involved in future decisions on the scheme. 

She recommended the council apologise to two com¬ 
plainants, also not named, affected by the application and 
pay £1,500 to each. 

Dr Martin said: “The investigation revealed that the com¬ 
plainants were right to have serious concerns with how the 
council had dealt with the case, the result of which has 
caused them undue distress and anxiety. 

Duty 

“Local planning authorities have a duty to the public to 
properly consider the impact of any proposed development 
on its neighbours and the surrounding environment and in 
this instance Walsall Council fell short of its responsibili¬ 
ties.” 

An application for repair and minor alteration works was 
approved in August 2010 for an existing garage site next to 
the two complainants’ homes but how it was handled trig¬ 
gered a complaint to the Ombudsman, who ruled it was 
incorrectly treated. 

It should have been considered for a new-build develop¬ 
ment rather than being for the renovation of an existing 
building. An area of public open space behind the applica¬ 
tion site, owned by the council, was developed as part of the 
works- despite not having authorisation. 

In 2012, the council had two chances to approve enforce¬ 
ment action against the developer but, says the Ombuds¬ 
man, both times failed to properly consider the case for 
action. 

Developers have since been asked to submit a new plan¬ 
ning application by the council. 

It has also enforced it to restore a piece of land at the rear 
of the site to its former state. 

Walsall Council’s executive director for regeneration Tim 
Johnson said: “The council has co-operated fully with the 
Ombudsman’s investigation and accepts the findings of the 
report.” 

He added: “To remedy the complaint, the council has 
agreed to follow the recommendations made by the 
Ombudsman and will now submit a report to the council for 
their consideration as required.”

Odeon aiming to open Waterfront cinema 


ODEON has been revealed as the 
cinema chain hoping to open nine- 
screen complex in Walsall. 

The cinema would form part of a 
£12 million leisure scheme, includ¬ 
ing bars, shops and restaurants, at 
Walsall Waterfront. More than 250 
jobs would be created. 

Odeon, the largest cinema chain 
in the country with more than 100 
sites, is in direct competition with 
rivals Vue to open in the town centre. 

Cordwell Property Group is 
hoping to build its own £5m leisure 
complex with a Vue, bars and restau¬ 
rants next to the town’s Tesco super¬ 
store, promising 200 jobs. 

Kier Property is behind the 


Waterfront project held at public 
exhibition about the plan at The 
New Art Gallery Walsall last week. 
Artists’ impressions of the scheme 
were revealed. 

The 64,500sq ft project, ear¬ 
marked for the north side of the 
canal, includes 36,800sq ft for 
restaurants and bars, plus around 
200 car parking spaces. Kier plans to 
upgrade the walkway on the north¬ 
ern side of the canal with a new foot¬ 
path and landscaping. 

Bosses behind the scheme said the 
development will help revitalise the 
town centre. 

A planning application is due to be 
submitted later this month.

Council to rescue 
business project 


THE PHOENIX 10 site in Walsall, poised for a 
multi-million pound transformation into a 
business park, will be taken over by the 
council so the scheme can forge ahead. 

Members of the council’s decision-making cabinet last 
week agreed to lead the scheme.The authority will take on 
the land, off Darlaston Road and Reservoir Place, to help 
with reclamation work and the development of the site. It 
comes after the preferred developer pulled out. 

Regeneration chief Adrian Andrew told the meeting: “We 
are stepping in to drive this project forward. This is a major 
site, not only within an Enterprise Zone but within the 
Black Country, to create jobs 
for the citizens of the Black 
Country as well as Walsall.” 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said there were no fears 
about Phoenix 10 being 
scrapped. He added: “This is 
not dead, its is far from it, it 
is still going forward as a 
prime project.” 

Jobs 

The council will acquire 
all the 37-acre site and then 
appoint a specialist contrac¬ 
tor to push forward plans for 
the business park. 

The main landowner is 
currently the Homes and 
Communities Agency 
(HCA), which had been 
working on finalising a deal 
but developer Parkhill 
Estates dropped out. 

The council is taking 
control of the management 
of the scheme which is 
expected to create 3,000 jobs 
as part of the Enterprise 
Zone. 

Meanwhile, £1.2 million of 
school improvement across 
Walsall was also backed last 
week. The cash will be spent 
on a dozen junior, primary 
and secondary schools 
across the borough.

Jail for thief 
who had 95 
convictions 

A PROLIFIC shoplifter with 
95 previous convictions for 
dishonesty has been jailed 
after being caught trying to 
steal two bottles of spirits 
from Tesco in Walsall. 

The town’s magistrates 
heard how John Graham 
was caught when a member 
of the public alerted staff 
after they saw him trying to 
hide the bottles under his 
clothing. 

The 45-year-old ofBilston 
Lane, Willenhall, admitted 
the theft on March 4 . 

In mitigation, Mrs Debbie 
Starrs said Graham had 
entered a timely guilty plea. 

She also said he had been 
given a drug rehabilitation 
requirement last August for 
another offence and was cur¬ 
rently on medication. 

The judge gave Graham a 
12- week prison sentence 
and ordered him to pay 
£43.30 compensation.

Mr Nick Baker, prosecut¬ 
ing, said he admitted steal¬ 
ing the items in a bid to get 
money for his family. 
Andrews had been subcon¬ 
tracted to work in the Asda 
store. He saw an unlocked 
cage containing high-value 
items in a storeroom and 
helped himself. 

Baby 

Andrews, of Glyn Collen, 
Cardiff, admitted theft 
worth £1,228 on October 21. 
In mitigation, Mr Zafar 
Rashid said he was experi¬ 
encing financial difficulties 
and his partner recently had 
a premature baby. “He is 
remorseful for what he has 
done. His partner has left 
him as she could not cope 
with the repercussions of his 
actions and he lost his job,” 
he added. 

He was given an eight- 
week jail sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, and 
ordered to carry out 80 
hours unpaid work and pay 
compensation, along with 
court costs of £85 and a 
victim surcharge of £80.

Cars were gone in 60 seconds 


MOTORISTS in Walsall and Birmingham were targeted as 
part of a car theft racket worth more than £250,000, which 
has seen two brothers locked up. 

Ravinder and Ajay Soni stole 12 BMWs worth £250,000 
and an Audi Q7 in the space of just 20 days between January 
and February last year. They struck across Birmingham but 
also targeted drivers in Oldbury, Tividale and Walsall. 

The pair smashed windows to get into the cars but, once 
inside, used technical expertise to start the vehicles they 
had targeted, Birmingham Crown Court heard. 

Police said it was an organised and sophisticated opera¬ 
tion, with some cars being stolen in just 60 seconds. 


The brothers were caught after stealing a sporty BMW 
from a hotel car park in Hagley Road, Ladywood. 

It had been fitted with a tracking device which led police 
to a lock up in Brierley Hill’s Old Bush Industrial Estate 
where other forensic evidence was found. 

Traced 

Detectives also traced gloves and tools from the unit to a 
Halfords store where they found CCTV footage showing 
Ajay Soni paying for the items. 

Ravinder, aged 22, and Ajay Soni, 20, both of Knightlow 
Road in Harborne, were both found guilty of conspiracy to 


steal motor vehicles and were locked up for four years on 
March 6. As well as areas of the Black Country, the brothers 
struck in Birmingham city centre, Selly Oak, Edgbaston 
and Harborne. 

Accomplice Amar Ali, aged 22, from Oxford Road, 
Moseley, admitted handling stolen goods and was jailed for 
27 months last week. 

Detective Constable Matt Dyer said; “This was an organ¬ 
ised, sophisticated operation with high performance cars 
being stolen in less than 60 seconds. Their method of entry 
was somewhat rudimentary but once inside they clearly 
demonstrated technical skill to start the engine very quickly.”

A BIG weekend event dedicated 
to legendary rocker Rod 
Stewart returned to Walsall for 
the third consecutive year and 
saw hundreds of his fans 
descend on the Saddlers Club. 

The three-day event, held from Friday 
to Sunday, saw the singer’s sister and 
former musical director and co-song 
writer visit the town. 

The event, which featured live music 
and fans bidding in an auction to get their 
hands on signed memorabilia donated by 
the Grammy and Brit Award winning 
singer, was organised by the Rod Stewart 
Fan Club. 

As the Maggie May singer prepares to 
release a brand new original rock album 
in the spring, afer a spell performing 
crooner standards, fans enjoyed their old 
favourites boomed out by live bands. 

Charities 

The Faces Experience brought fans 
back to the 68-year-old star’s early days, 
while his big hits were played by Cregan & 
Co, featuring Rod’s ex-musical director 
Jim Cregan on guitar and former X-Factor 
star Ben Mills. 

For the past 12 years, the event has 
helped to pull in more than £60,000 for 
charities and around £6,000 was expected 
to be raised for the Cardiac Risk in the 
Young charity from this year’s event. 

Organiser Ian Roberts said: “It pulls in 
people from across the world from 
America, Australia, Brazil, everywhere. 

“Rod donates items of stage wear to 
raise money. We have a signed jacket 
which some of the fans will have seen him 
wear at a concert. They are desperate to 
get their hands on it. Things like that can 
go for a lot of money.”

Fans also swapped stories and shared 
their memories of the star and his 
music. 

Great grandfather-of-two Chris 
Collins, aged 60, of Habberley Estate, 
Kidderminster, said: “He’s a very good 
song writer. He had the biggest songs in

“I met him at a record signing in 


dresses as Rod Stewart for the event 

London. I’ve seen him about 30 times in 
concert. My wife and I have a massive 
record collection. I have every seven 
inch single Rod released.” 

Carol Fabiano, aged 66, of Wakes 
Road, Wednesbury, enjoyed the live 
music with her friend Geoffrey Onions, 
73, of Myvod Road, Wednesbury. 

“I grew up listening to him and love 


all his songs,” she said. “He’s really good 
looking and down to earth.” 

Father-of-three Malcolm Waller, aged 
59, who travelled from Hatfield, Hert¬ 
fordshire, said he was just 15 when he fell 
in love with the singer’s music. 

“His music is just infectious,” the ven¬ 
tilation engineer said. “I must have been 
to 50 or 60 of his concerts. My own chil¬ 
dren have been brought up listening to 
him. 

“You meet some great people at things 
like this. I’ve been coming for 12 years 
and it’s great to see the same old faces.” 

Brian Howell, aged 54, of Liverpool, 
admitted running on stage to give the 
singer a scarf when he saw him in Las 
Vegas last October, while 41-year-old 
Stefano Pavesi, who travelled from Milan 
in Italy just for the event, said: “Rod is my 
idol. He was on my bedroom wall from 
1978. I’ve met him three times.” 

Jim Cregan, aged 67, who was an origi¬ 
nal member of Rod’s first solo group, took 
to the stage on Saturday night with his 
band Cregan & Co. 

He described his 18-year history of 
writing songs and touring with Rod as a 
‘great job’, adding: “He first saw me play 
in a club in LA. He’s lovely. We are best 
friends.” 

Singer 33-year-old Ben Mills said: “We 
played the big weekend last year. They 
are a great audience to play to. I always 
was a Rod Stewart fan.” 

Rod’s sister, 84-year-old Mary Cady, 
from Berkshire, who came along to 
support the event, said she was very 
proud of her younger brother and still 
goes along to his concerts. 

“It’s lovely that everyone gets together 
for this weekend every year,” she said. 

“I come to every one of them. When I go 
home I can’t wait until next year’s.” 

Rod came to prominence in the late 
1960s and early 1970s with The Jeff Beck 
Group and then the Faces. He launched 
his solo career in 1969 with his debut 
album An Old Raincoat Won’t Ever Let 
You Down and has sold more than 100 
million records worldwide. His hits 
include Sailing, Tonight’s The Night and 
Do Ya Think I’m Sexy.

Tributes to former health boss 


TRIBUTES have been paid to the 
former chairman of Walsall District 
Health Authority, who has died 
aged 92. 

Sir Arthur Hill CBE died just weeks after 
the death of his wife, Lady Alma Hill. The 
father-of-three was described as “one of 
Walsall’s great gentlemen”. 

Sir Arthur was born in 1920 and was edu¬ 
cated at Langley High School and Halesowen 
Technical College. During the Second World 
War, he served in India, the Far East and 
Middle East with the RAF. 

He carried out numerous voluntary roles, 
including as a member of Rowley Regis Youth 
Organisation, Rowley Regis Rotary Club and 
a governor at Halesowen Grammar School. 

He stood as a Conservative parliamentary 


candidate for Rowley Regis and Tipton in 
1955 and Aston in 1970. 

He was personal assistant to his wife Alma 
during her campaign as Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Walsall South in 1979. 

In 1980, he was awarded a CBE and in 1989 
a knighthood for his work. 

He leaves behind daughters Allison and 
Christine, son Stephen and four grandchil¬ 
dren. Stephen Hill paid tribute to his father, 
who died in February, and said he was passion¬ 
ate about politics and travelling. 

“He was very much loved by his wife and 
children,” he said. 

Council leader Mike Bird said Sir Arthur 
was a great friend and paid tribute to his work 
in the borough. 

“He was one of Walsall’s great gentlemen 
and his death will leave a great void,” he said.

Manor plans for impact 


A PLAN is being drawn up by 
Walsall Manor bosses to 
cope with the proposed 
downgrade of Stafford and 
Cannock hospitals. 

Hundreds of extra patients may be 
sent to the Manor if services are 
stripped from Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust. Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust said it was assessing the 
possible impact on the hospital, includ¬ 
ing the need for new staff. 

Bosses insist it is not yet known 
exactly what extra services the Manor 
may be asked to provide but prepara¬ 


tions are under way to deal with 
changes. Chief executive Richard 
Kirby said: “We would have to make 
sure we have enough capacity and staff 
to treat these patients.” 

Serious cases face being transferred 
to Walsall, Wolverhampton and Stoke 
after health watchdog Monitor found 
the Mid Staffs trust to be financially 
and clinically unstable. 

Anticipated 

If the proposals are implemented, it 
is anticipated additional maternity 
services would come from Stafford¬ 
shire to Walsall. 

“If that happens we would expect to 


see a number of Staffordshire mums 
coming here,” added Mr Kirby. 

It comes after Mid Staffordshire 
NHS Foundation Trust was rocked by 
a national scandal surrounding poor 
care and hundreds of needless deaths. 

Meanwhile, Walsall Manor Hospital 
has been praised by the Health Secre¬ 
tary for listening to its patients. In a 
speech, Jeremy Hunt singled out the 
Moat Road hospital and commended 
the steps it has taken to introduce a 
patient survey. 

Every patient is asked when leaving 
if they would recommend the hospital 
to friends and family, and the scores 
are shared with staff every week.

Knife attack sentence reduced 


A TEENAGER from Walsall 
responsible for a motiveless 
knife attack has seen his sen¬ 
tence reduced by three years 
but lost a bid to clear his 
name. 

Scott Coley, 19, was convicted of 
attempted murder and locked up for 18 
years at Shrewsbury Crown Court in 
November. His sentence has now been 
reduced to 15 years by judges at the 
Appeal Court in London. 

Coley, of Hawthorn Road, Shelfield, 
stabbed David Walton seven times to 
the head and body, leaving him with 
life-changing injuries. 

After a heavy cannabis session, 
Coley dressed in dark clothing, put on 
a balaclava and crept into his neigh¬ 
bour’s house just after midnight on 


July 31, 2011. Armed with a “Rambo- 
style” knife, he stabbed Mr Walton 
numerous times before the victim was 
able to fight him off. Mr Walton only 
survived thanks to the actions of a 
neighbour and paramedics. 

Insanity 

Coley said he had no memory of the 
attack. Psychiatrists claimed Coley 
probably suffered a cannabis-induced 
‘psychotic episode’ and may have been 
acting out the role of a character in a 
violent video game he had played. At 
the trial, his lawyers argued that he 
should be able to rely on the defences of 
‘insanity’ and ‘automatism’. 

Judge Robin Onions said Coley had 
put himself in that state voluntarily by 
smoking the strong cannabis and, at 
least in part, knew what he was doing. 


At the appeal hearing, Coley’s 
lawyers argued that the conviction was 
‘unsafe’. Lord Justice Hughes rejected 
that argument, saying the judge was 
correct to find Coley’s case was one of 
“voluntary intoxication”. 

But he said Coley’s young age had to 
be taken into account. He added: “We 
are persuaded that a term of 18 years 
did not in the end make sufficient 
adjustment for the youth and other¬ 
wise impeccable character of the defen¬ 
dant. A sentence approaching 20 years 
custody is a very long one indeed for a 
young man of 17 to 18 and will find him 
a much different person by the time it 
is over. 

“We think that the appropriate sen¬ 
tence for this young man for the 
appalling offence he committed is one 
of 15 years.”

Mr Denson said members were even more 
unhappy because the district council turned 
down plans to erect a building at an allot¬ 
ment site off Pinfold Lane, Cheslyn Hay, for 
use by disabled people and youngsters. 

He added: “The parish council is going to 
resurrect the plans on behalf of the allot¬ 
ments association. 

At a heated South Staffordshire Council 
planning meeting, fears were expressed that 
the gipsy site would grow to create “a small 
village on the fringes of Cheslyn Hay”

Brewery tours are part 
of Backyard's expansion

TOURS will be launched at a 
revamped brewery in Brownhills 
next month and bosses have 
announced plans to expand the 
range of beers on offer. 

The Backyard Brewhouse at the Gate¬ 
house Trading Estate recently quadrupled 
its beer production after completing a 
£250,000 expansion. 

Bosses are now preparing to bring out a 
new beer, followed by three more in the next 
two years as staff experiment with different 
ingredients. 

Director Austen Morgan said: “We were 
looking at starting the tours towards the 
end of the month but we are putting that off 
for about a month. We will take group book¬ 
ings and I will lead the tours. 

Tasters 

“They will be able to see the brewery and 
the process in an informal way. There will be 
tasters available. I’m hoping it will raise our 
profile. 

“We are going to be producing two new 
beers this year and there may be a third 
around Christmas. They will be new IPAs. 

“There’s going to be a total of four new 
beers over the next two years. It will be 
available in pubs only.” 

The brewery has recently undergone a 
transformation, including the installation 
of new equipment and getting a delivery 
van. The investment has been funded by a 
private backer and has already created two 
new sales jobs, with the potential for more. 

Mr Morgan said there would also be 
capacity at the site to increase production 
by 15 to 20 per cent in the future to cope 
with potential demand.

A FORMER Walsall schoolboy has been appointed a judge 
by the Lord Chancellor. Andrew Bowen, a solicitor with 
Midlands law firm Challinors, is one of just seven deputy 
district judges to be appointed. 

Assigned to the Midlands circuit, he will sit in county 
courts. 

Mr Bowen is a former pupil at Park Hall Junior School 
and Joseph Leckie in Walsall. He left Joseph Leckie in 1984 
after completing his A-levels and has specialised in personal 
injury law for 20 years.

He is a partner and head of the personal injury team at 
Challinors, which has offices across the Black Country and 
Birmingham. 

Mr Bowen’s appointment follows a rigorous selection 
process managed through the Judicial Appointments Com¬ 
mission that drew some 1,500 applicants for 70 posts across 
the seven districts making up the bench.

Man set up 
a cannabis 
farm at his 
gran's flat 

A MAN who grew £9,000 worth of cannabis at 
the Walsall home of his grandmother was 
locked up for 34 weeks. 

Marvin Artwell was cultivating 24 ‘skunk’ cannabis 
plants in a spare room at the property, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 


The hydroponic drug farm 
was discovered when police 
swooped on the flat in 
Rowley Street, Walsall, on 
July 11 last year, explained 
prosecutor Mr Howard 
Searle. 

Officers then found drug 
dealer bags and a set of 
scales when they raided the 
home of Artwell soon after¬ 
wards, the court was told. 

The 22-year-old admitted 
setting up a sophisticated 
cannabis factory with special 
fans, power pack, lights and 
timer but insisted his grand¬ 
mother had nothing to do 
with the enterprise, contin¬ 
ued Mr Searle. 

However, she received a 
caution from police for 
allowing premises to be used 
for drug production. 

Artwell from Glastonbury 
Crescent, Mossley, had three 
previous convictions for pos¬ 
session of cannabis and 
admitted growing the drug

with another unnamed 
person who was going to 
share the yield. 

The court heard that the 
defendant had a £20-a-day 
cannabis habit and allegedly 
told a probation officer that 
his only regret was getting 
caught, since he did not 
regard it as a serious offence. 

Responsibility 

He pleaded guilty to drug 
cultivation and was jailed by 
Recorder David Crigman QC 
who told him: “By choosing 
to locate this operation in 
the flat of your grandmother 
you exposed her to the risk of 
arrest and prosecution. 

“The responsibility for 
her receiving a police 
caution rests on your shoul¬ 
ders. 

“You were aware of the 
possible consequences of 
your actions.”

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Crossing 
could go 
as part of 
rail plans 

A LEVEL crossing in 
Bloxwich may be closed after 
a public consultation found 
concern over traffic hold¬ 
ups. 

Walsall Council have com¬ 
pleted a report about the 
crossing in Willenhall Lane 
after Centro and freight 
operators announced they 
would be running more serv¬ 
ices on the line between 
Walsall and Rugeley. 

The report, compiled by 
senior transport tPlanner 
John Myatt, states: ”It was 
recognised by most respon¬ 
dents that, with the 
announcement of electrifi¬ 
cation and introduction of 
more passenger and freight 
services, highway conges¬ 
tion levels will be become 
unacceptable. 

Funding 

“Therefore whilst not 
desirable, most recognised 
that closing the crossing and 
taking advantage of funding 
for mitigation measures pro¬ 
vided by Network Rail is a 
sensible option.” 

More than 150 residents 
and businesses responded to 
the consultation with con¬ 
cerns ranging from loss of 
jobs to extended journey 
times due to more delays. 
But most agreed with 
increased use of rail if alter¬ 
native road routes and a 
footbridge were provided. 

Walsall Council will now 
look at recommending 
courses of action. 


Community orchard planted 
and new allotments planned 


THE FIRST community orchard in Bloxwich 
has been completed, while plans to create 
new allotments have taken a step forward. 

More than 580 fruit bushes, trees and saplings have now 
been planted at the orchard site in Ashbourne Road and will 


be ready for the first harvest 

Community groups, local 
charities and schools will be 
encouraged to sell the fruit 
and associated products to 
raise funds. 

Apples 

The orchard consists of 
500 saplings, 42 fruit trees, 
40 fruit bushes and five 
rhubarb plants, and will 
produce apples, plums, cher¬ 
ries, peaches, gooseberries 
and apricots. 

Nikki Rolls, from the 
Bloxwich district centre 
management team, said: 
“It’s taken about 12 months 
in total to get all the planting 
done. You can only plant 
some trees at certain times 
in the year. 

“In the summer we will 
have an official opening at 
the orchard so people can see 
the fruit trees in bloom. 

“ It is there for the whole

community. We want to use 
the site for educational pur¬ 
poses for schools. The fruit 
can also be made into prod¬ 
ucts such as jams, cakes, pies 
and chutneys. 

“One idea is to approach 
the Co-op to see if they will 
sell the fruit, and reinvest 
the money into the orchard. 
We could look at having a 
market stall and selling it 
locally.” 

Meanwhile, a community 
allotment site is planned at 
the Mirus Academy and a 
funding bid is being pulled 
together for the scheme. 

Ms Rolls said a funding 
bid, likely to be around 
£15,000, was being drawn up 
to secure money for a com¬ 
munity allotment at the 
academy in Leamore Lane.

Getting a glimpse life 
at war training camp 


IT contains cartoons, mes¬ 
sages and poems scrib¬ 
bled down by soldiers and 
gives a unique insight into 
life during the First World 
War. 

And now the autograph book 
belonging to Gladys Harvey will go 
on display at Shugborough Hall 
Museum next year to mark the cen¬ 
tenary of the conflict. 

Gladys was a volunteer in her 
early 20s in the Women’s Army 
Auxiliary Corps (WAAC), working 
in the canteen on the Brocton 
Camp, Cannock Chase, between 
1917 and 1918. 

While there, soldiers would regu¬ 
larly make entries in her book. 

Examples of these include a 
cheeky cartoon depicting Gladys 
picking blueberries, as well as cari-

catures of soldiers. It is also filled 
with humorous poems and rhymes. 

One reads: “The happiest 
moments of my life were spent in 
the arms of another man’s wife (my 
mother).” 

This was left by a G Mainland on 
December 12, 1918. 

A more melancholy entry is a 
poem left by Gladys herself in 
October 1917. 

It says: “I walked by myself, 
talked to myself, and that very 
same self said to me, look after 
thyself, take care of thyself, as 
nobody cares for thee.” 

The book was donated to the 
county of Staffordshire by Gladys’ 
son-in-law in 1995 following her 
death. 

Museum development officer 


Helen Johnson, described the book 
as “unique in bringing the whole 
conflict to life”. 

She added: “This is such a unique 
object in our collections at the 
museum. 

“It is a fascinating piece of 
history telling us about one individ¬ 
ual’s experiences working at the 
Brocton Camp. 

“It’s full of quirky poems and pic¬ 
tures and some quite emotive notes 
from soldiers who wrote in it. 

“It’s a terribly fascinating item 
which we really treasure in our col¬ 
lection. It brings the whole conflict 
to life by having something which 
you can hold and read.” 

The First World War training 
camps over the Chase were the 
biggest in Europe, with thousands 
of men travelling there from across 
the UK and further afield to 
prepare for life on the front line.

T hese days, you’d be hard 

pushed to find anyone who isn’t 
a fan of The Great British Bake 
Off. 

Something about the gentle, kindly 
nature of the show, and its judges 
Mary Berry and Paul Hollywood, 
serves as the perfect antithesis to the 
veritable glut of talent shows that 
dominate the schedules with their 
frequently barbed, scathing 
comments which seem designed to 
give contestants a nervous 
breakdown. 

Things never get too personal in the 
safety of the Bake Off kitchen, and 
although Paul has been known to set 
the odd bottom lip wobbling when he’s 
deemed a bake too uneven or a 
bottom too soggy, on the whole his 
and Mary’s criticisms are well received 
- after all, they are experts in their 
field. 

So, there are few pairings better 
placed to offer a masterclass on 
baking than these two. 

They gave us a helping hand last 
Christmas when they provided top tips 
on everything from perfect puds to 
mega mince pies, and now they’re 


back with The Great British Bake Off 
Easter Masterclass (BBC2, 8pm), to 

help us cope with the trials and 
tribulations that Easter baking 
represents. 

The kids are at home for a fortnight, 
and the grown-ups get a four-day 
weekend, so it’s the perfect time to get 
busy in the kitchen. 

However, there’s always a few 
pitfalls to avoid, as well as a few 
expert tips that really, if you’ll excuse 
the expression, put the icing on the 
cake - and here, Mary and Paul 
explain them all. 

They give step-by-step instructions, 
including easy to follow 
demonstrations of some of their 
favourite seasonal recipes, giving us 
all the best possible chance of 
replicating their successes. 

Among the treats on offer are 
perfect hot cross buns, without which 
no Easter would truly be complete. 

Another traditional treat for the time 
of year is simnel cake, a light fruitcake 
traditionally enjoyed after Lent, for 
which the pair have a sumptuous 
recipe. So far, so good, but this is 
Easter - where is the chocolate? 


Well, there’s a guide to creating 
delicious chocolate custard tarts - 
perfect for using up any spare bits of 
Easter Eggs that may be lying around 
(although that’s not usually too much 
of an issue for many households). 

Also on the menu is a zingy and 
refreshing lemon meringue nest 
serves as the perfect accompaniment 
to the rich cuisine on offer. 

With all these sweet treats to 
sample, one might be worried about 
piling on the pounds - but you only 
have to look at Mary to know that 
striking a balance isn’t impossible. 

As she told the Guardian recently, 
“It’s all about things in moderation. 

I do eat a good portion all the way 
through the Bake Off - because 
they’ve taken the trouble to make 
something, their parents are watching, 
and they want to see me have a 
proper slice. 

The next day I’m pretty careful. I do 
try to eat lots of salads and healthy 
foods. 

But cakes are healthy too - you just 
eat a thin slice. There’s a lot of cheer 
in a cake.”

Marvel that 
hits the spot 
better than 
the others

THE official figures read like science fiction; a 
family saloon capable of nearly 150mph and 
topping 60mpg in everyday use. Can’t be true, 
can it? 

Well no, not really. But so close in the real world to 
still make this modestly handsome BMW a modern 
mechanical marvel. 

I don’t doubt that on a sufficiently long test track the 
car’s potent and distantly gruff diesel engine would push 
it to the 146mph claimed by its maker, but I didn’t get the 
chance to try it. 

I do know, though, that 90mph on the A14 feels so much 
like a 70mph canter that you need to keep a keen focus on 
the speedometer. 

And I can report that after 600 miles of mixed motor¬ 
ing, the trip computer showed 54mpg. That’s a tribute to 
the way the BMW engineers have honed the car’s oily bits, 
without recourse to the complex and expensive extra bat¬ 
teries and motors of, say, a hybrid car. 

Combine that everyday economy figure with the car’s 
relaxed performance and it’s obvious why the 3 Series is so 
liked by fleet managers, company car drivers and why it was 
seventh best seller in the UK last year, ahead of cars like the 
smaller VW Polo. 

This sixth generation 3 Series is BMW’s biggest seller 
worldwide and you can only imagine the amount of mid¬ 
night oil burned at BMW central to make sure it continued 
along this successful sales road. 

Smooth 

It was time well spent; this is a car that feels smooth and 
sophisticated in the sort of way that only shedloads of 
money and time can produce. 

There’s a deliciously smooth feel about the way the car 
goes about its business, from steering and clutch to control 
switches and door closing. It’s a class act. 

A comfortable one, too, with a nicely cushioned ride in the 
£28,410 320d SE test car that would surprise passengers 
familiar with older 3 Series models. Rear seat passengers 
enjoy another benefit in the latest versions; extra leg room 
and taller doors to make getting in and out a little easier. 

There’s a slightly bigger boot too, along with a smoother 
body shape and a small weight reduction. All showing how 
BMW has kept the 3 Series at the top of its game by nudging 
it forward, generation after generation. 

With 182bhp under the bonnet from a 2.0 litre diesel, 
there’s always more than enough performance, helped by a 
geachange that stays smooth, if not as as perfectly precise 
as some. 

The brand’s slogan as ‘ultimate driving machine’ was 
slightly smudged on the test car by a couple of additions. 
The car was equipped with £180 worth of servotronic steer¬ 
ing which lightens the wheel load at low speeds but removes 
some of the precision. 

The second change was both a timely addition and 
perhaps another slight constraint on the car’s ability to 
delight a keen driver. 

BMW had fitted winter tyres and must have access to a 
crystal ball, as it snowed (in March!) for several days of my 
test. They coped brilliantly with slopes and snow-white 
corners but may have left the car feeling a little less precise 
than before. 

Otherwise, nothing to add in the not-quite-ideal column. 
Unless you’re nit-picking, when you discover it’s harder 
than necessary to discover the time of day (small displays 
that can vanish when you call up other functions) and a rear 
screen that stays obscure in the rain (it’s a saloon, so no 
wiper). 

Small niggles for a car that hits the spot it aims at much 
better than anything I can think of.

WRITTEN off in August, written 
off on Saturday - Walsall continue 
to deliver the impossible. 

They keep defying the doubters - and 
League One gravity - and refuse to sit down 
or shut up. With minutes left on Saturday, 
and 2-0 down against Crawley, it was ‘one of 
those days’ for Walsall. 

Now, after Jamie Paterson and Will Grigg 
struck in the dying seconds to rescue a point, 
it could yet be ‘one of those seasons’. 

The point was a hammer blow to 
Crawley’s fading promotion hopes but gives 
the Saddlers continued impetus. 

Lost two-goal leads against Brentford, 
Crewe and Yeovil this season have been 
much lamented but this role reversal could 
prove the final catalyst. 

Those six points would have Walsall 
chasing automatic promotion. Instead this 
game left them sitting ninth, three points 
adrift but still in touch with the division’s 
pacesetters. 

Easter 

It sets up a season-defining spell. Win at 
Hartlepool on Saturday and the next three 
games decide the campaign’s fate. 

Yeovil, Coventry and Sheffield United 
await. All teams above Walsall - all teams 
they can still overtake. 

The Easter weekend could see the Sad¬ 
dlers rise again. 

Remain unbeaten and take, say, seven 
points, and what was considered impossible 
last July could become reality. 

Failure to pick up more than four points 
and the dream ends. 

Belief and momentum with seven games 
left is key - and Walsall have it in abun¬ 
dance. 

While manager Dean Smith refuses to 
publically discuss the Saddlers’ play-off 
chances, behind closed doors there is a 
growing, if quiet, confidence that they have 
a real chance. 


The top 10 teams are separated by just 
nine points and even if Walsall play down 
their position they cannot ignore the maths. 

The lack of outside expectation allows 
them to flourish without pressure. It is new 
territory for most and that could prove 
crucial. 

Only Andy Taylor has recent promotion 
challenge experience - the left-back missed 
a penalty in Sheffield United’s play-off final 
defeat to Huddersfield last season. 

They are a team with individual stars in 
Grigg, Paterson and Febian Brandy, but a 
team with an unbreakable spirit. 

Saturday’s fightback showed why the 
Saddlers haven’t been beaten at home since 
November, an 11-game streak stretching 
back to the fateful FA Cup defeat to Lincoln. 

That was the nadir of the season and

Spurred on by Grigg and Paterson’s 
goals - they have 30 between them - the 
Saddlers have what they have craved for so 
long. 

Grigg’s 19th of the season puts him on the 
brink of becoming the first Walsall player to 
break the 20-goal mark in 12 years.
